A LARGE FLEET AT YOUNG'S POINT. 
\” Pumaparenia, Saturday, April 4 

A special to the Budletin from Cincinnati, dated 
to-day, says: 

Telegrams from Gen. Hvaiavt, at Memphis, Gea. 
Asnorn, at Columbus, and Gea. Doves, at Corinth, 
represent that thereis aheavy force of rebel cavalry 
on the Tennessee River, about Fioresice. “Ths ré0sl 
are constructing bridges in that, section, and building 
floats for crossing the Tennessee River—indicating a 
movement of the rebel army from Vicksburgttte join 
Biade, ‘or the intention of the latier 1 move ‘thai 
way. If true, this news is important. 

The bombardment of Vicksburgh by Gen. Gant 
was to have commenced on the 27th; but was podt- 
poned in consequence of the storm. 

The attack on Fort Pemberton recommenced on 


the 27th ult., by the gunboats Baron de Kalb and Chil- 


licothe. The résult is not known.

and strength: since Fredericksburgh, in reor- 
ganizing and disciplining his army, which was 
much damaged by the severe campaigns of 
1862. "Rosecrans has chosen to remain on 
the defensive for three months, probably not 
feeling strong enough, under circumstances 
that have existed, to achieve such a 
decided victory as his next batfle should 
be. Granr has labored harder than any 
other General in the service since the year 
began. He had probably the most difficult 
job to do, and one that could.less afford to 
wait than any of the others. “He has kept his 
army actively at work, and has shown’ him- 
self.a man.of remarkable expedients, even 
though fortune has decided that those expe- 
dients shoald not be crowned with success. 
We now enter on the second. quarter of the 
year ; and we suppose the impression is uni- 
versal that before that quarter closes Hooxer 
will have fought Lez, Rosecrans will have 
fought Braga, and Grant. will ._havedought 
Pemarnton—that Hoxrer will have fought 
Bravrrcarp, and Banxxs will have marched 
upon Port Hudson. At every one. of 
these points we look and pray for 
success; and if we enjoy-it at all of them 
—if we capture Richmond, Chattanooga, 
Vicksburgh, Port Hudson, and Charleston, 
the war will be materially changed in-its 
scope and bearings, if not in its character ; 
and the rebellion will certainly then enter, if 
it has not already entered, upon its last stage. 
Even if, in these five battles, we meet with 
the same ratio of success which we met with 
in. the -dattles. ‘of .December—if. we 
win..say.two. out of the five—if we 
capture Chattanooga and Charleston, 
or Richmond and Vicksburgh, or if Bawxs 
takes Port Hudson, and Buansipe penetrates 
East Tennessee—if at any two of these 
points we are victorious, the Confederacy 
will receive very staggering blows indeed. 
We-do not believe the capture of Richmond 
would.end the war, nor even, perhaps, the 
capture of all the five points we have named ; 
but, if this would not end the war, it would 
certainly make the conscription unnecessary. 
Every man, of course, has his speculations 


as to the likelihood of success of each of our | 


Generals, Many have faith in Hooxek, with 
his army of veterans; many believe in Ross- 
crans, the invincible; thousands have undi- 
minished confidence in Grint, who has showa 
himeelf possessed of both. strategy and dash ;

If there is any one reason why the people 
of the Northern States are determined to per- 
sist in ‘the prosecution of the war, it is tliat 
there should be no dismemberment of the 
country, no hostile, nation set down by-our 
side within the limits which we have always 
admitted for the American people. Thus far 
not even the boldest Copperhead has dared to 
declare himself in favor of such a dismem- 
berment. Even -Vattanpienam, while  pro- 
claiming himeelf in favor of peace, was care- 
ful to declare that he was “for peace to save 
the Union.” It was not safe even for him, 
speaking as he was, in the very den of the Cop- 
perheads in this City, to announce himself in 
favor of a division of the country. 

We have not for ourselves. fully credited 
these” disclaimers of theirs. We have be- 
lieved that there'were not a few among the 
leaders who desired to see the rebellion suc- 
ceed, and the: country. dismembered by that 
success ; and the dispatch of ‘Lord Lroxs 
about them confirms us in that belief. Lord 
Lyons, it must be. remembered, conversed 
with these men on peculiar terms. With any 
one of their countrymen, not affiliated with 
them, they would naturally talk guardedly, 
and be very careful that such a purpose, if 
they had it, should be kept completely veiled. 
With him they manifestly spoke more freely. 
They felt as by instinct that he was one with 
whom they sympathized, fram whom they 
hoped, for countenante and ‘help, And the 
impression left upon Lord Lrons’ mind by his 
conferences with the “ conservative leaders,” 
as ‘he calls them, was that they desired “to 
put an end to the war, éven-at the risk 


of losing the Southern States altogether.” - 


This was in Noveniber last. Gréat Changes 
have doubtless taken place since then, and if 
we. could look over Lord Lyons’ shoulder as 
he writes his dispatches. to Ear) Russeu. at 
the present time, we should see that he was 
fully cognizant of the change.’

who passed it,) and that tha conflict is one 
‘ whieh the pwaiioned Satinens of ¢ Chrietten 
and civilized people condemns.” 
There is not a word here of saving the Union, 
of avoiding the t of* the coun- 
try... Itis a bold declaration of their desire 
for peace, whether the Southern Confederacy 
is'to reap'the benefits of that pesce. or not.
